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J.  K.  Macdonald,  since  1958  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  St. 
Andrew's  has  been  elected  Honourary 
Chairman.  After  fifteen  years  Mr.  Mac- 
donald felt  he  should  retire  in  favour  of 
a  younger  man,  and  Gage  H.  Love  has 
been  elected  his  successor  in  this  vitally 
important  office.  The  Board  and  the 
School  are  fortunate  that  Jack  Mac- 
donald remains  a  member  of  the  Board, 
in  that  the  Macdonald  family  has  been 
almost  synonymmous  with  St.  Andrew's 
College  since  its  founding  in  1899.  His 
grandfather,  John  Kay  Macdonald  was 
one  of  the  founders  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  until  1922.  Jack  himself  was 
a  student  at  the  ochool  for  nine  years. 
His  father,  C.  S.  Macdonald,  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  for  many  years 
and  his  uncle,  Dr.  D.  Bruce  Macdonald, 
Headmaster  for  35  years  and  later 
Chairman  of  the  Board  from  1939  to 
1946. 

During  Jack's  tenure  of  office,  St. 
Andrew's  experienced  its  greatest  ex- 
pansion in  physical  plant  and  in  student 
enrollment  since  it  moved  from  Toronto 
47  years  ago.  The  Great  Hall,  the  au- 
ditorium and  class  room  wing  addition 
to  Dunlap  Hall,  the  conversion  of  the 
former  dining  hall  and  kitchens  into  the 
residence  known  as  Fourth  House,  Mc- 
Laughlin Hall  and  the  Library  all  were 
added  since  1958.  The  "new  School  in 
Aurora",  as  some  Old  Boys  of  the  Tor- 
onto era  still  refer  to  it,  has  certainly 
flourished  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Macdonald  family.  "J.  K."  personally 
has  also  been  a  major  benefactor. 

Gage  Love  has  had  a  close  and  direct 
involvement  with  St.  Andrew's  since 
1954  when  the  eldest  of  his  four  sons 
started  at  the  School,  to  be  followed  by 
the  other  three.  Although  an  Old  Boy 
of  U.T.S.,  Gage  undoubtedly  heard  a 
lot  about  St.  Andrew's  from  his  charm- 
ing wife.  Betty,  who  is  a  grandaughter 
of  the  late  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle.  Betty 
and  Gage  claim  some  sort  of  record  for 
being  "continuous  parents"  of  boys  at 
the   School    over   a   fifteen    year   period! 

Both  have  been  very  active  in  School 
affairs,  Betty  as  a  life  member  and  for- 
mer President  of  the  Ladies'  Guild,  and 
Gage  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  and  Trustee  of  the  S.A.C. 
Foundation.  The  Association  is  de- 
lighted to  welcome  the  Loves  in  their 
new  capacity.

In  any  school  other  than  St.  Andrew's 
College  the  '72-73  basketball  season 
would  be  considered  a  great  success.

Computer  Science  at 
St.  Andrew's  College 


Computer  Science  courses  were  intro- 
duced in  St.  Andrew's  College  in  the 
fall  of  1971  in  grades  11  and  12.  For 
the  first  year,  computer  programmes 
that  were  written  by  the  students  were 
executed  on  the  IBM  computer  at  Sen- 
eca College.  This  was  very  inefficient 
and  would  have  been  a  costly  procedure 
in  the  future:  thus  St.  Andrew's  College 
began  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  buy- 
its  own  mini-computer  at  a  cost  similar 
to   that    of  our  original   programme. 

After  lengthy  exploration  the  School 
purchased  a  mini-computer  from  Data- 
gen  of  Canada  Ltd. 

Our  particular  digital  computer  con- 
sists of  a  core  memory  of  20,480  words 
(each  word  consists  of  16  bits  of  core 
memory),  a  1,026,000  word  moving  head 
disk,  a  high  speed  paper  tape  reader, 
a  mark  sense  card  reader,  and  three  ter- 
minals. The  computer  can  operate  un- 
der a  general  disk  operating  system  with 
computer  languages  such  as  Basic,  For- 
tran IV,  Algol,  Spectre,  and  Assembler 
being  available  for  student  use.  The 
student  language  Basic  can  also  be  used 
in  time  sharing  environment  so  that  all 
three  terminals  can  be  working  simul- 
taneously  on  different  problems. 

Many  different  types  of  mathematical 
application,  as  well  as  certain  business 
administrative  problems,  are  discussed 
thoroughly  throughout  the  course.  Stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  develop  certain 
administrative  programmes  for  actual 
use  in  the  School  with  the  result  that  3 
or  4  programmes  will  be  used  by  St. 
Andrew's  College  for  certain  adminis- 
trative work  this  year. 

Since  the  computer  is  of  rugged  con- 
struction it  is  located  in  the  classroom 
to  be  run  by  the  students  themselves. 
This  allows  the  computer  to  be  put  to 
full  use  during  the  evenings,  and  on 
weekdays    and    holidays. 

The  Computer  Science  programme 
offers  the  student  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  how  to  communicate  with 
the  computer,  how  the  computer  oper- 
ates, as  well  as  the  many  areas  of  ap- 
plications that  affect  our  daily  lives 
The  computer  facilities  allow  maximum 
student  participation  providing  oppor- 
tunities to  gain  experience  in  one  of  the 
world's   fastest   growing   industries.

February  3rd,  you  would  think,  should 
be  an  ideal  choice  for  holding  a  Winter 
Carnival  at  S.A.C.  This  is  the  time  of 
the  winter  when  you  would  expect  clear, 
cold  days  with  lots  of  snow.  So  what 
happens?

He  simply  spurred 
the  Committee  on  to  change  the  pro- 
gram in  the  expectation  that  a  good 
crowd  of  parents.  Old  Boys  and  friends 
would  come  anyway  and  he  was  so 
right! 

It  seems  impossible  to  get  an  accurate 
count  on  the  number  that  turned  up. 
but  anyway  enough  did  to  make  the  day 
a  success.  Coupled  with  an  auction  of 
prefects  and  Upper  VI  students  to  act 
as  waiters  for  a  day.  plus  a  "Swimathon" 
by  the  School  Swimming  team  with 
sponsors  at  so  much  a  length,  net  pro- 
ceeds after  expenses  were  sufficient  to 
achieve  the  financial  target.  On  a  sub- 
sequent visit  to  address  the  students.  Dr. 
Gunter  Voss,  Director  of  the  Metro  Zoo, 
was  presented  with  a  cheque  to  purchase 
a  polar  bear,  the  gift  of  the  students  of 
St.  Andrew's  College.  Naturally  the 
polar  bear  will  be  named  Andy!  Con- 
gratulations, boys,  a  fine  effort. 


Cadets 


Cadets  are  alive  and  well  at  St.  An- 
drew's College.  Whereas  many  inde- 
pendent schools  have  responded  to  the 
challenges  of  the  last  few  years  either 
by  abandoning  cadets,  or  by  making 
them  voluntary,  we  have  retained  them 
as  an  important  part  of  the  school  pro- 
gram. However,  an  Old  Boy  returning 
to  view  the  school  would  note  certain 
changes  of  emphasis  in  our  current  ap- 
proach to   cadets. 

The  changes  are  basically  twofold. 
First  there  is  much  less  time  spent  on 
marching  drill  than  in  the  "good  old 
days ".  This  has  been  achieved  by  doing 
away  with  rifle  drill  and  by  shortening 
the  ceremonial  segment  of  our  annual 
inspection..  Most  cadets  do  little  or  no 
marching  until  the  month  prior  to  the 
inspection  and  church  parade.  Second 
there  is  a  much  broader  scope  of  activ- 
ities for  all  cadets  except  first  year  re- 
cruits than  ever  before.  While  the 
latter  are  being  trained  in  the  basics  of 
military  procedure,  the  main  body  of 
cadets  can  choose  a  course  in  swimming 
radio-work,  conservation,  typing,  photo- 
graphy, gymnastics,  orienteering,  food 
services.  Judo,  weapons  training,  auto 
mechanics,  weight  lifting,  trap  shooting 
or  first  aid.  Of  course  the  pipe  and 
drum  band  is  still  popular  with  many 
of  the  boys.  The  program  continues 
from  September  to  February  and  a  boy 
may  switch  courses  if  he  feels  he  has 
got  all  that  he  wants  from  his  original 
selection. 


Michael  Duder  received  from  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  Mr.  Gage  H. 
Love,  the  Governor  General"s  Medal  presented  to  the  student  with  the  highest  stan- 
ding in  Upper  VI  form  (Grade  13).  Michael  was  also  awarded  the  Laidlaw  Trophy, 
presented  by  the  S.A.C.  Association  in  honour  of  the  devoted  service  of  Robertson 
Laidlaw  (1909-1960).  to  the  boy  in  Upper  VI  who  has  won  for  his  Clan  the  greatest 
number  of  points  during  his  last  two  years  at  the  School:  the  Macdonald  Medal, 
presented  by  the  Association  in  honour  of  Dr.  D.  Bruce  Macdonald  to  the  boy 
most  distinguished  in  studies  and  athletics  taken  together;  the  Isabelle  Cockshutt 
Prize  in  History:  the  H.  E.  Goodman  Prize  for  proficiency  in  Chemistry,  and  the 
Dr.   R.   R.   McLaughlin   Prize   for  excellence   in   English   and   the   Sciences. 


This  broadening  of  our  Cadet  pro- 
gram seems  to  have  found  favour  with 
a  majority  of  the  school.  Of  course 
anything  that  is  compulsory  will  have 
its  detractors  no  matter  what  approach 
is  taken.  Still  it  is  not  without  rele- 
vance that  at  our  annual  inspection  this 
year,  which  consisted  of  ceremonial 
drill   and  demonstrations  of  our  various 


group  activities,  the  school  came  through 
with  a  high  standard  of  performance. 
Forced  into  the  Aurora  Arena  due  to 
inclement  weather  and  with  only  a 
couple  of  hours  to  rehearse  numerous 
changes,  the  Corps  performed  so  well 
that  the  inspecting  officer  from  Area 
Headquarters  awarded  a  perfect  score, 
as  far  as  we  know  a  first  for  the  school.

William  Langston  Lovering 


From  the  age  of  14  when  he  entered  St.  An- 
drew's as  a  student.  Bill  Lovering  was  seldom  far 
removed  from  the  School  or  its  affairs.  When  he 
graduated  in  1927  Bill  was  a  member  of  that  great 
group  of  S.A.C.  athletes  of  the  time,  playing  two 
years  on  the  First  Football  team  which  won  the 
Little  Big  Four  Championship  both  years  and  the 
First  Hockey  team,  a  power  in  the  Prep  School 
Group  of  the  OH. A.  He  went  on  to  McGill  where 
he  was  also  prominent  in  athletics,  being  on  the 
Senior  Intercollegiate  football  champions  of  1928 
and  hockey  teams  that  dominated  the  Intercollegiate 
group   in  those   days. 

In  1932  he  married  Hildred  Clarke  of  Mon- 
treal. They  had  three  children.  Bill  Jr..  Judy  and 
Janni.       Bill    attended    SAC.     1947-52. 

His  entire  working  life  was  spent  in  the  secur- 
ities business  except  for  five  years  in  the  Canadian 
Army  durjng  World  War  II  He  went  overseas 
with  the  15th  l-ield  Regiment.  Royal  Canadian  Ar- 
tillery, later  attending  the  Staff  College  at  Cam 
berley  in  1942.  Staff  appointments  followed.  G.S.O. 
Ill  at  3rd  Canadian  Division  H.Q..  G.S.O.  II  at  2nd 
Canadian  Corps  H.Q..  where  he  was  mentioned  in 
despatches  and  awarded  the  M  BE.,  and  being  dis- 
charged   as   Lieutenant   Colonel   in    February.    1946. 

Bill  joined  T.  A.  Richardson  &  Co..  invest- 
ment dealers,  on  returning  to  Canada  and  became 
a  partner.  Later  he  became  a  principal  partner  in 
Housser  &  Co.,  where  he  remained  until  retirement 
in   1968. 

It  was  during  the  post  war  years  that  Bill  de- 
voted so  much  of  his  time  and  effort  to  St.  Andrew's. 
Active  in  the  Old  Boys  Association  from  1946  to 
1949,  he  was  one  of  the  prime  movers  in  organizing 
the  Old  Boys  Foundation,  which  was  the  first  at- 
tempt at  organized  fund  raising  for  the  School.  In- 
vited to  join  the  Board  of  Governors  in  1948  he 
remained  a  member  until  1967.  serving  as  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  from  1952  to  1956.  and 
Vice  Chairman  from  1957  to  1967.  Twenty  years 
is  a  long  period  to  devote  to  one's  old  School  and 
St.  Andrew's  is  grateful  for  such  loyal  and  sustained 
involvement. 

While  St.  Andrew's  enjoyed  the  major  share  of 
his  outside  interests.  Bill  Lovering  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Ontario  Hum- 
ane  Society   and    Branksome   Hall.
